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Wounded at Lens,1 
J. J. Gray Tells 
Of Trench Fight 


Thrilling Action In Charge of 
Famous Battle Related 
By Tustin Boy 


Graphically describing his share 
in the assault on Lens. Ja y 
J. 
Gray of Tustin, son of J. C. Gray 
of Red H ill avenue, has written a 
letter to his father from a hospi­ 
tal in London, where young Gray 
Is recovering from a wound re­ 
ceived after he had taken the ob­ 
jective allotted to him. 
Gray was wounded on Aug. 21. 
His relatives here knew that he 
was wounded by a dispatch. They 
had no word from him until their 
anxiety was relieved today when 
his letter arrived. 
Young Gray lived here and In 
Tustin for several years. 
In the 
days before jitneys he drove 
a 
rental car that had a 
stand 
in 
front of the Smoke House. 
Gray’s letter follows: 
August 25. 1917. 
“ Dear Pa: 
“ You will doubtless be glad to 
hear that I ani safe In dear old 
Blighty (England). 
I 
have 
a 
small piece of shell in my left 
forearm and another in the thumb 
of my left hand. 
“ I was wounded on the 21st In 
the push around Lens. 
Some hot 
time, believe me, and the Canad­ 
ians deserve all the credit they 
get. 
" I had charge of four bombers 
and had a nice job given me 
of 
bombing out a IOO yard sap (a 
short trench running out into no- 
nian's land). 
After we reached 
our objective and established an 
outpost there. 
“ A short time before we left the 
dugout our officer canto In and 
told me our aeroplanes had spot­ 
ted three machine gun post,s 
in 
that sap. 
That made things look 
rather brilliant for us. 
“ W e kicked off shortly 
after 
dawn when the barrage opened 
up. 
Everything proceeded lovely 
across no-man’s land till wre hit 
Heinle’s wire when the officer got 
na-poo-ed and also one of my men. 
“ I got into the trench and hol­ 
lered for my men; two of them 
and a man from another section 
came in and followed me down 
the trench. I came to a Fritz dug­ 
out and just had a bomb raised up 
to toss down it when four or (ive 
Huns came around the corner and 
there we were about three feet 
apart looking at each other: the 
Huns and 
myself 
both 
being 
somewhat startled. 
“ I was too close to 
use 
the 
bomb so hacked up seven or eight 
paces, then threw it. but believe it 
was a dud. 
In the meantime two 
of the men had 
beat 
it. 
They 
were new men and I guess they 
thought the whole German army 
was coming down the trench. The 
other fellow- stuck, but he was the 
pal of the fellow that got na-poo- 
ed and all he could do was stand 
on a bit of trench that had caved 
in and yell. ‘Give 'em hell.’ 
"H e had the officer's gat. which 
he had picked up and was waving 
it around in the air. 
I believe he 
was slightly shell shocked at the 
time, but I heard that 
he 
got 
wounded and is in a hospital get­ 
ting along fine in a sane 
condi­ 
tion, w-hich I was glad to hear, 
as he was a nice chap. 
“ Anyhow, after 
throwing 
the 
bomb I had a little trouble with 
the bolt on the rifle 
and 
Fritz 
was throwing something at us, 
I believe it was chalk; the first 
one also took one shot at me but 
he was a bum shot. 
Then I got 
my rifle Into 
action 
and 
tired 
three rounds ’ rapid 
into 
their 
midst 
which 
pacified 
them 
a 
whole lot. 
“ The boy at my side then shout­ 
ed, ‘Give them a bomb, Skinney,' 
and thinking it good advice I pro­ 
ceeded to do so, which put the 
finishing touch to our little fracas. 
A few seconds later I got the bits 
of shell in my arm which seemed 
to paralyze it, so I beat it out and 
arrived at the hospital here last 
night. 
“ The base hospital I was sent 
to in France is the U. S. base hos­ 
pital No. 5 and I was glad to see 
Old Glory flying around again. 
I believe I could write a whole 
book about the 
blooming 
war. 
The experiences I have heard of 
other soldiers, etc., but this will 
have to be all for this 
time. 
I 
received the Register 
regularly 
in France but as they don’t 
re­ 
turn papers you had better have 
It changed till I get back there, 
which might not be for two 
or 
three months.

War Preparation In America 
Will Go on Unabated, Ac­ 
cording to Experts

W ASH IN G TO N , 
Sept. 
22.— Ger­ 
many's and Austria’s 
acceptance 
of 
the Pope’s 
peace 
proffer 
failed to 
swerve the United States government 
today in its announced determination 
to make no 
peace 
while 
kaiserism 
lasts. 
Authorities declared that the war 
preparations will go on, that the strug­ 
gle itself will continuo despite the Teu­ 
ton replies, and they pointed out that 
the Hohenzollerns always talk peace 
with their mouths while their hearts 
plot, murder and intrigue. 
The Bernstorff $50,000 fund to in­ 
fluence Congress was held up as a 
striking example 
of 
what German 
i peace talk amounts to. Bernstorff was 
talking peace— but it was a peace that 
would tie America's hands and keep 
one more enemy oft Germany's hack. 
Results to Follow Messages 
As International experts viewed the 
replies, the following effects are like­ 
ly: 
Tile German government 
will 
again go before its people with 
the plea that it accepted the peace 
offer, 
while 
the 
other 
nations 
scorned it. 
The war from Teuton 
stand|M)int, therefore, 
Is 
one 
of 
"defense” while its enemies seek 
to crush Germany. 
This, for a time, w ill again solidi­ 
fy the German people behind their 
government, probably. 
Second, tile Teutonic acceptance 
will tend to reinforce the [*aeifists 
and quitters among other nations 
in their demands for cessation of 
hostilities. 
The effect in Russia 
may be unwholesome and while it 
will 
give 
American 
“ quitters” 
more ammunition, it will not alter 
the general determination to fight 
it out until democracy is safe. 
Third, the replies indicate to 
the real warring 
elements 
that 
their victory is really nearer than 
they had supposed, for these an­ 
swers show that Germany really 
>s desperately wanting peace be­ 
fore her losses and shortages be­ 
come more overwhelming. 
New Hope to U. S. 
Nothing in the replies gives diplo- 
i mats. here reason to believe that the 
i Mope should change his mind about 
making further parleys. 
The United 
States lias stated unmistakably that 
; there must be a change of spokesmen 
I for Germany, but 
the 
Teuton notes 
. fail to give any new jK>aee basis by 
conceding any such proposition. 
The Teuton answers declare a hope 
I that the Pope's efforts will succeed 
and that the world for years will be 
free of fighting, on the principle of 
limited armaments and the triumph 
of international right 
and 
justice, 
freedom of the seas, compulsory arbi­ 
tration of international difficulties. 
American authorities maintain thhat 
when the Teutons talk of having in­ 
ternational justice prevail, they talk 
of an impossible thing under a Teu­ 
ton regime which regards treaties as 
scraps of paper. 
The Teutons express the view that 
with the general 
principles 
of 
dis­ 
armament and the like settled, the 
matters of territorial divieion can be 
settled by the peace table as the Pope 
suggested. 
The Teuton answer to the Pope’s 
appeal has no affect on the war situa­ 
tion. as far as this government is con­ 
cerned, the State Department declared 
officially today. 
The Mnited States 
w ill 
prosecute 
the war on a basis that the struggle 
must continue until Hohenzollernism 
is eliminated.

TO TREBLE ITS 


Following fast upon the recent an­ 
nouncement by the Olds Motor Works 
of the erection of a large two-story 
building for the storage of material 
and for inspection work, comes the 
further announcement that the con­ 
tract has been let for another and 
even larger building. 
It is to be SO 
by 400 feet, three stories high, with 
an “L” SO by 90 feet. 
The two build­ 
ings are to be solely of steel, con­ 
crete and glass. 
Rapid time is being 
made in the construction work; sched­ 
ules calling for the completion of one 
building on October 15 and the other 
on December 30. 
Tile completion of those new build­ 
ings will afford ample facilities for a 
triple production of Oldsniobiles for 
the current fiscal year. 
It will give 
the Olds Motor Works an ‘'assembling 
line” a third of a mile long from the 
beginning of the chassis to the load­ 
ing platform. 
The greatly increased 
facilities will enable them to build 
33,000 cars or more, annually. 
Under the new production system, 
all parts will gravitate to a main as­ 
sembly building 1,200 feet long and SO 
feet wide, containing two stories and 
full basement. 
At the far end of the 
1.200 foot stretch the cars will be 
ready for the road test which Olds- 
mobiles have always received during 
the twenty years' history of the com­ 
pany. At the completion of their road 
trial the finished cars will go into the 
new warehouse and inspection room, 
measuring 400 feet by SO feet, where 
they will he checked up carefully by 
experts before being loaded aboard 
freight cars. 
“They can't rush these new build­ 
ings any too fast to suit us,” said C. 
C. Crawford, local Oldsmobile dealer, 
today. 
"We are having difficulty in 
getting cars enough to fill orders as 
things stand, even though the factory 
is now producing well over IOO jobs 
daily.

TO BATTERIES 
SATS EXPERT 


“Among motor car owners, the idea 
that the 
storage 
battery 
can 
be 
brought back to a fully-charged condi­ 
tion by filling it with acid has made 
considerable headway, in spite of the 
emphatic statement of battery 
men 
that this is the worst possible thing 
that can be done for the 
battery,” 
says Earl Matthews, of the Orange 
County Ignition Works. 
“The only thing that the car owner 
should ever put into his battery 
is 
pure water. 
The reason for this is 
easy to understand. 
"The electrode in the battery is an 
acid solution. 
As the battery 
dis­ 
charges, the acid is absorbed by the 
plates. 
When the battery 
is 
com­ 
pletely discharged, the liquid inside 
is practically pure water. 
Charging 
the battery 
reverses 
this 
process, 
that is, it forces the a c id out of the 
plates and into the liquid again, so 
that when tile battery is fully charged 
tile electrolite is 
acid 
of 
normal 
strength. 
“If the car owner puts arid into the 
battery, lie makes the solution alto­ 
gether too strong, the- chemical ac­ 
tion between the electrolite and the 
plates become too violent, and finally 
causes the oxide and even the frame­ 
work of the plates themselves to cor­ 
rode. 
‘ Acid should never be put into the 
battery except by an expert.”
